Is Thu A Square Deal? 

The war department and 
certain civilian agencies are 
fostering a plan to establish a 
of citizens military 
amps in this coun- 
try. 

It is understood that the 
government will furnish trans- 
portation, suhsistance and uni- 
forms, while the student would 
lie required to devote his time 
ffcM N I harge. 

The main object of these 
camps would lie to nlm ate the 
public up to the necessity of 
lUlhrtml military training', 
which congress has so far re- 
fused to sanction. 

On the surface this would 
appear to be a praisworthy 
move. 

But is it? 

Th< rich man's son and the 
young man in comfortable cir- 
cumstances can afford to de- 
vote a month of his time to 
attending these camps with- 
out remuneration. He would 
therefore be in line for a mm- 
• ii in t he army AT < >N< IE 
in the event of war. 

The poor young man. who 
can not afford to lose the time 
trorn his business without com- 
pensation, has no hope of at- 
tending such a camp, M mat- 
ter how many natural quan- 
titations he might possess that 
go into the making of an ac- 
I ptable army officer. Buck 
private in the ranks is the 
prize that awaits him. Yet he 
must pay his proportion of tax- 
es for thi purpose of main- 
taining these camps for the 
benefit of those w ho are 
fortunately situated. 



to educate men for responsible 
positions in time of war there 
should be no favoritism shown. 

The transportation, uniforms 
and subsistence furnishes] by 
the government are paid for 
by all the people. 

If congress desires to be fair 
in the matter it will pay each} 
man who attends a reasonable 
sum to compensate him for 
the time he lose* from his bun- 
ness, at least an amount asssl 
It the pay of « second lieuten- 
ant, the lowest commissioned 
grade in the army. 

Then the privilege of at- 
tending the camps should be 
apportioned out to the several 
states and counties in propor- 
tion to population the total 
authorities to make the selec- 
tions from those who apply. 

If congress is not willing to 
do this, or something equally 
fair, then it should do nothing 
at all, and there should at M 
camps, unless private individu- 
als desire to conduct them en- 
tirely at their own expense.
